No time limit has been set for an 
answer to the final communication:

Rear-Admiral Mayo's original de- 
mand calling for a salute of twenty- 
one guns, which he promised to re- 
turn according to naval precedent, has 
been insisted upon. The United States, 
through Charge O’Shaughnessy, has 
told Huerta the only answer that 
would be satisfactory was an uncon- 
ditional acceptance of Rear-Admiral 
Mayo’s original conditions. 

The unofficial declaration ffom Se- 
nor Portillo y Rojas, Huerta's Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs, that the re- 
turn salute would be regarded as a 
tacit recognition of the Huerta gov- 
ernment, received no attention from 
administration officials, who pointed 
Out that no such construction of the 
salute had been suggested at any time 
by the Huerta government in its for- 
mal communication with the Unite 
States. 

INTENT OF RECOGNITION. 

“Recognition is not extended by in- 
advertence but by intent,” said a high 
administration official tonight. 

“Under no circumstances will the 
salute be given to the Huerta govern- 
ment, but to the Mexican flag as reo- 
resenting the Mexican nation, and no 
question of recognition is involved, 
according to Secretary Tumulty, wno 
said that had the Huerta government 
interjected in the negotiations a de- 
sire that the salute be considered as « 
recognition it would not have been 
considered for a minute. 

Acting Chairman Shively of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
who had a conference with Secretary 
Bryan tonight, also said there never 
had been any official suggestion of

SHIVELY’S OPINION. 


“The government here is standing 
on the original ultimatum of Admire! 
Mayo,” he said. “In accordance with 
custom, the salute from Mexican guns 
would be acknowledged, as Admiral 
Mayo set forth in his demand. But 
quibbling and twisting will not be tol- 
erated by the United States. As far 
as saluting the Mexican flag is con- 
cerned, it would not constitute recog- 
nition of the Huerta de facto govern- 
ment. There is only one flag in Mex- 
ico. All factions in that republic fly 
the same flag. The return saiute is 
merely an international custom. Also, 
recognition is a matter of intent and 
in acknowledging Huertas apology 
this government would express no in- 
tent to recognize Huerta as a sovereign 
power. 

“In the meantime, our battleships 
are steaming toward Mexico.” 

BRYAN DOESN'T KNOW. 

Secretary Bryan did not know to- 
night whether or not there would be 
an answer to the American govern- 
ment's last communication—that is, 
Whether the next step would be the 
firing of the salute or another message 
on the subject. He did not expect 
word from Charge O'Shaughnessy be- 
fore tomorrow. Until then the situa- 
tion hangs in the balance, according 
to the opinion of administration offi- 
clals. 

MAYO’S DEMAND. 

n connection with the purpose of 
the American government to fire a re- 
turn salute the Navy Department gave 
out the text of Rear-Admiral Mayo’s 
original demand as follows: 

“In view of the publicity of this 
occurrence I must require that you 
send by suitable members of your 
staff formal disavowal and apology 
for the act, together with your as- 
surance that the officer responsible for 
it will receive severe punishment. Al- 
so that vou publicly hoist the United 
States flag in a prominent position 
on shore and salute it with twenty- 
one guns. Salute will be returned by 
this ship.” 


DANIELS'S COMMENT. 


Commenting on this, Secretary Dan- 
fels said a few days ago, Rear-Ad- 
miral Mayo himself modified his de- 
mand somewhat, saying he would not 
insist on having the salute fired while 
the American flag was hoisted on 
Mexican territory and would be satis- 
fied if the salute was to the fiag “in 
a conspicuous place“ either on the 
mast, of the Dolphin or a Mexican 
gun boat. 

There was much discussion in of- 
ficial circles not only abou’ the pro- 
priety of returning Huerta’s salute in 
view of the peculiar diplomatic rela- 
tions between the Mexico City admin- 
istration and the Washington govern- 
ment, but because of navy regula- 
tion No. 1194. : 

NAVAL REGULATION. 


This reads: 

“No salute shall be fired in honor 
of any nation, or of any official of 
any nation not formally recognized 
by the government of the United 
States.” 

ADMIRAL’S EXPLANATION. 


In explanation of this point, Rear- 
Admiral Fiske, aide for operations, 
after conferences with Secretary Dan- 
lels issued the following statement: 

“This regulation is interpreted as a 
prohibition against firing a salute in 
honor of any government which has 
recently come into beipg, or in hon- 
or of an official.of such government, 
if it has not been formally recognized 
by our government. Any such salute 
would be considered as a recognition 
of that government; and in order to 
escape from the consequences of such 
apparent recognition it would become 
necessary for our government formal- 
ly to disavow it. 

“In 1893 Rear-Admiral Stanton, 
.S. N., made the mistake of salut- 
ing the flag of Rear-Admiral Mello, 
who was then in revolt against the 
Brazilian government. The Brazilian 
government complained to our govern- 
ment, which promptly disavowed the 
salute and relieved Admiral Stanton 
from command. 

“Paragraph No. 1194 is not inter- 
preted as forbidding the firing of a 
salute in honor of any nation of which 
the government has merely passed 
from the hands of certain individual 
to hands of other individuals; even 
although our government may not 
have recognized the new individuals.

DISASTROUS BLAZE. 


Subdue the FI Valuabl 
Ruine d— Origin of Fire 
Shrouded in Mystery. 


Fire caused by the explosion of a 
gasoline tank in the dust mill of the 
Fairchild-Gilmore-Wilton Company 
at No. 2555 East Ninth street early 
last night damaged the building and 
contents to the extent of $25,000. 

The blaze was discovered shortly 
before 8 o’clock by A. W. Grey, en- 


ment and was later sent to his home 
at No. 1151 East Fortieth street. 
During the 4 of the fire ap- 
proximately 600 gallons of gasoline 
contained in large tanks exploded, 
rattling window panes and alarming 
the residents for blocks around. The 
first explosion occurred shortly after 
7:30 o’clock. A few minutes later 


| flames were shooting high in the 


air and other explosions followed 
in rapid succession as the fire reached 
the gasoline tanks. One explosion, a 
200-galion tank, shattered several 
window panes near the mill and 
threw debris many feet into the air. 

Three alarms were sent in, result- 
ing in all the Boyle Heights com- 
panies turning out. The work of the 
department, Because of the explo- 
sions, was seriously hindered. The 
cause of the explosion is shrouded in 
mystery. It is the general theory of 
the employees of the mill, which con-

FUTURE FOR JOHNSON. 

The immigration into Canada from 
the United States has for the 
years: numbered about 120,000 per annum. 
It has consisted of lumbermen from Maine 
and from the State of Washington; of 
farmers from the Middle States and North- 
western States, and, later. of artisans and 
capitalists into the new and rapidly grow- 
ing cities of Calgary and Medicine’ Hat, 
where there has been discovered and par- 
tially deevloped a natural gas supply so ex- 
tensive that engineers of experience declare 
that it would be impossible to consume the 
supply now in sight during the present cen- 
tury. Within the city limits of Medicine 
Hat there are now twenty uatural gas wells 
with an open daily flow of fifty million cu- 
bic feet, equal to about 200,000 horse power. 
Unlike coal or fuel ofl, which can be shipped 
any distance, natural gas must be used 
within a few hundred miles of the well 
from whence it spouts, and its use is sub- 
ject to the objection that if the flow ceases 
the industries which depend upon it for 
motive power may—as was the case in a 
“gas city” in Indiana—be forced to discon- 
tinue operations. 

A much more reliable basis than either 
neighboring fuel oil, or gas, is a water 
power in a part of the country where zero 
is unknown, and where the ice king never 
lays a fettering hand on the streams, so 
as to stop their flow. 

This can never be the case in Canada, 
yet Canada offers the inducement of cheap 
and easily acquired lands and ready and 
nearby cash markets in the United States 
for her products. She encourages newcom- 
ers to naturalize, and offers to those who 
naturalize material advantages in the way 
of acquiring land. She does not require of 
those who wish to naturalize a repudia- 
(ion of their allegiance to the country of 
their birth and the citizenship bestowed

It was certainly rather diverting, said 
Mr. Mills, that a Premier of a British do- 
minion might attend a coronation cere 
monial or an imperial conference in Eng- 
land and take part in all kinds of impe- 
rial jubilations and conferences without be- 
ing a British subject in the United King- 
dom or anywhere else except in his own 
country.

Moss, in the Engineerfag Maga- 
zine for February:] Our nationai fault is 
to make a good average product, ani moun- 
tains of it. That means drive, night and 
day. A highly-educated German engineer 
said to me, after a tour throvgh some of 
our plants, “I judge that the first require- 
ment of a superintendent is that he can 
lick any man in the shop!” Literally true 
in many cases in the iron and steel indus- 
try, and on railways. Higher officers chose 
men who had the physique and stamina to 
stand the incessant strain and who did not 
recognize defeat. Some of the best were 
small, wiry men. Young men were deliber- 
ately sent out to accomplish impossible 
tasks, and carefully watched and judged. 
This method was not esteemed so highly as 
encounters with the. gloves, friendly but 
decisive. Years after, I was astonished to 
learn that two promotions followed such en- 
counters, which were engineered by the 
chief engineer in one case, by the first vice- 
president in the other, of two prominent 
railway companies. Perhaps more brains 
and less brawn would have produced better 
results. Looking backward I can name 
presidents, managers, vice-presidents and 
engineers of high standing who were ad- 
vanced at different times because they ex- 
celled in that respect. They are all living, 
active and prominent; 
name an equal number in the same walks 
of life who have died prematurely because 
they were unable to endure the incessant 
drain on vitality.

CALLS MAYOR A LIAR.

LONG BEACH, April 17.—Mayor 
Whealton, at a political meeting at 
the forum tonight, denounced the 
police department and the laxity of 
Chief Austin and O' Rourke in catch- 
ing blind-piggers and gamblers. He 
stated that unless the two police heads 
were able to show that they were not 
grossiy derelict in- their duty, he 
would recommend that they be sus- 
pended until an investigation was 
made. 

The Mayor made the startling 
charges that the largest gambling lay- 
out on the Pacific Coast was being 
fostered and protected in this city, 
“in a hotel not far from where I 
stand.” He said that “last winter a 
wealthy tourist had been swindled 
out of $25,000, taken to Denver, and 
there ditched, never to be seen again.” 

Another tourist had been swindled 
out of $3000, he said, and the police 
had caught none of the swindlers. 

“Why can Sam Browne go through 
our city,” said the Mayor, “and buy 
a carload of booze in a day, and the 
police department find no liquor? 
This banker (Reedy,) who lost $580 
at one sitting and alleged in the of- 
fice of Attorney Swaffield that he had 
said that he gave the police money 
to hush up the case, cannot be found. 
We did not hear from the police de- 
partment of this gambling game.“ 

The Mayor read a list of many 
barrels of beer and cases of whisky 
enough to stock a small wholesale 
house, alleged to have been found at 
the Riviera drug store tonight. 

After a sensational clash with 
Mayor Whealton at a meeting held 
to boost the candidacy of Walter Bal- 
lard for Councilman at the forum 
tonight, C. C. Doran, manager of the 
Citizens’ Relief Committee, was 
forcibly ejected from the building 
after he had given the lie to the 
Mayor, who was speaking. 

Doran continued his speech against 
the Mayor and Ballard on the curb,, 
whereupon Mayor Wneulton ordered 
him arrested. Chief Austin, however, 
who had been himself denounced by 
the Mayor during the evening, did 
not make the arrest.

MOVING RAILWAY TRACKS. 
Pacific Electric Lmproves Its Line to

SOUTH PASADENA, April 17.— 
Work has started on the moving of 


the Pacific Electric tracks north of 
the Ostrich , and as soon as this 
is finished, which will be in a few 
days, operatio on the paving of the 
street from the Lincoln Park station 
to Arroyo Seco bridge will be 
gun. To facilitate the work, the 
Pacific Electric Company is removing 
its most northern track, and is run- 
ning all its cars on the southern 
track. This makes the system single 
track for about a block, but as the 
arrangement is only temporary, the 
inconvenience will be slight. 
soon as possible the Pacific 
Electric Company will begin the con- 
struction of a roadbed next to the 
fence of the Ostrich Farm and 
heavier rails will be laid, in accord- 
ance with the policy of the company. 
This will take some time, but the 
present arrangement of removing one 
track will make it possible to begin 
on the paving at once. The bridge 
will be open for traffic during the 
paving of the approach, as the old 
approach along Pasadena avenue on 
the west side of the Ostrich Farm has 
been put in good condition. 

The City Céuncil awarded the con- 
tract for paving the approach to An- 
drew Holloway, his bid being as fol- 
lows: Paving, 13.7 cents per square 
foot; grading, 10 cents per square 
foot: curb, 25 cents per linear foot; 
flat price for catch basins and drains, 
$406.75. Two other bids were re- 
ceived, Falrchild-Gilmore-Wilton 
Company. Los Angeles: Paving, 16 
cents; grading, 50 cents; curbs, 30 
cents: catch basins and drains, $400. 
Cummings & Taylor, Los Angeles: 
Paving, 18.6 cents; grading 60 cents; 
curbs, 32 cents; catch basins and 
storm drains, $325. Some of the 
work on grading has been greatly 
reduced by workmen from Los An- 
geles, who used the dirt off this street 
to fill in the washout caused by the 
storms in February.
